The University fran- 
chise was the best means of getting 
such men into parliament. 

I',. H. Johnson in reply asked why 
young men with no experience should 
have power. The voterB at 1 McGill 
would number less than a thousand, 
while the usual clcctroate was about 
90.000. This was obviouaty unfair.

TEAM IN DISASTER 

Autobus Struck by Fast 
1 rain 

SIX KILLED OUTRIGHT 



Deceased Were all Prominent 
Ath letes in Southern 
States 



l'en ol the best athletes of Baylor 
University were killed when their au- 
tobus was struck by the .Sunshine 
Special, a fast train near Hound Itock, 
Texas oa Saturday last.' five "others 
suffered severe Injuries, while several 
escaped with their lives. 

The autobus is which they were rid- 
ing Wiis driven by a freshman who 
with live others escaped severe injur- 
ies. The driver stated that the accident 
was due to the fact that the roads 
were wet and slippery and the win- 
dows were clouded so that clear vision 
was denied him. Searing the track he 
did riot perceive the fa-st approaching 
train until someone shouted a want- 
ing but It whs too hue, and although 
he turned the car as best be could and 
tried to run p'arrellel with the train, 
the cm- skidded and ran onto the I rack 
where Is was Immediately struck by 
the express, 

I. K. Howcth. uf San Antonio, saw 
the accident while driving h's auto- 
mobile Immediately following ihu 
wrecked bus. 

lie said the bus driver apparently 
did not see the rapidly approaching 
train, which was whistling. 

When the bus reached the tracks, 
the train was almost upon It. and the 
bus driver turned suddenly parallel lo 
the track, going in the some direction 
us the train. 

The bus bad gone '30 yards down 
\.h»: tracks when It was hit. 

The dead were placed in the bag- 
gage car with the wounded and taken 
to Taylor, according to Howcth. 

Physicians ai a Taylor hospital re- 
ported they were working desperately 
to save the life of one of the playira

The term 10Î7-1H2X In McG-lll Uni- 
versity will be marked by the appcar- 
unce of Music as an optional subject 
In the Arts Course leading to the de- 
gree of B.'AV, according to Dr. H. C. 
Pcrrln, Dean of the Faculty of Music 
at McGlU, when Interviewed yesterday. 
This was the natural outcome of the 
recognition of music in the high 
schools of the city where it Is a sub- 
ject In which credit is given whether 
the pupil has received his musical 
training In the school or outside. The 
only stipulation is that the student 
must have passed an examinat'nn In 
music set by the Faculty or Music at 
McGill. H has been proposed, too, 
that music be. made one of the op- 
tional subjects of the Matriculation 
lCxiiminatlons as drawing now Is. 
Accordingly it has been deemed ad- 
visable that music bo made an ac- 
cepted course In Arts to enable the 
work of students, begun in the blgh 
schools, to continue throughout their 
college career. The course will In- 
clude both practical work and the 
history and literature of the subject. 
The practical work may be taken out- 
side the university but the study at 
the L'tcr.iry branches of the art must 
be undertaken at McOlll. 

This innovation of a separate 
course of music In Arts Is not at all a 
new departure in university curricu- 
lum. In Harvard "and most of all the 
larger colleges of the United States, 
music has been for some time boon a 
regular Arts course. In Oxford and 
Cambridge in England have also 
made music an optional course in 
their Faculty in Arts. Of course 
It may be taken as an honor to take 
like other courses in Arts, and pro- 
bably those taking h may prefer to 
take honours Instead of the ordinary 
course. 

Dlscuss ng the general aspects of 
the -musical situation In Montreal and 
McGill. Dr. Perrin pointed out that 
the number, of those who took musical 
courses at -McOlll was very limited 
by the fact that positions in which 
students would be able to use to ad- 
vantage their studies and which would 
enable them to earn a good living 
were very limited. The fuel that 
teachers are not compelled to be 
licensed naturally allows those who

Alexandor And 
i4. Edel Discuss 
Jewish History 

Tho history of the Jews in the 
eighteenth century both in its politi- 
cal and Intellectual aspects was dealt 
in two p.ipors road by Bernard Alex- 
andor and Abe Edel at a meeting of 
tho Maccabaean Study Group held on 
Sunday evening at the Z.B.T. Fra- 
ternity House. Alexandor read the 
first paper on the political history of 
the Jews in the eighteenth contury 
while Edel presented the intellectual 
emancipation. Dr. Otto Kllnoberg. a 
former president or the Maccabaean 
Circle and now of the Department of 
Psychology at Columbia University 
was present and took port In the dis- 
cussion. 

Alexandor traced the growth of 
Jewish pollticai emancipation from the 
French Revolution to the beginning of 
tho present century. The Rights of 
Man Issued by the Constituent As- 
sembly of l'Dl was the first recogni- 
tion of the right of the Jew to a vote 
and rights of clflis»!ntfh.lt> in Europe, 
although the Constitution o* the 
United States In 1787 granted the 
right to all citizen*.

Theories Were Recently Put 
Into Practice on Ford

'Tolarixation and Deposition" w*4 
the subject discussed by Dr. W. Blum 
In a lecturo given yesterday afternoon 
the main lecturo theatre of Oft 
Chemistry Building. The speaker «u 
ntroduced by Dr. Ruttan, who sjav*w 
a short outline of tho various stage* si 
research Is which Dr. Brum and Kia 
oolleairues havo been engaged. M 
particular he drew attmtlon to tM 
various successful expérimenta on tM 
deposition of chromium whloh D». 
Blum has recently completed. 

In Introducing his subject Br.- 
Blum stated that he Intended to speak 
along technical lines In preference la 
practical Unes, for the reason thw* 
there is great need for experimental 
and research work In this branch «< 
Electro-chemistry, and he wished to 
get a number of men interested In the 
discussion and therefore did not 
wish to waste time on experiments. 

Electro-Chemurtry is of vital im» 
portance In connection with Electro- 
lytic Refining of metals and also In 
electro-plating, and Dr. Blum began 
by reviewing tho static and dynamic 
conditions that exist when a current 
passes, Faraday's Law, and the poten- 
tials acquired by different metals. 

He thon pointed out that these con- 
ditions were purely theoretical, and 
of no practical value since It is neces- 
sary to study the difference In poten- 
tial of tho metal before and after the 
current passes. Dr. Blum then stres- 
sed the fact that palarlsatioti |a of tho 
utmost Importance In the ln\'ostlgat'on 
of eloctro-deposltlon, and It deter- 
mines the energy efficiency of the de- 
position.

IT was Burns who first elahoralod 
tile beneficial influence of seeing 
ourselves as others see us. At the 
moment we have an opportunity of 
seeing -ourselves and our views 
through the eyes of an English 
ournnllst. Elsewhere on this page 
Is reprinted an editorial from the 
ondon Evening News dealing with 
recent symposium In the Daily 
on tlie Ideal filrl. 

The opinion the writer of that edi- 
torial has of us, is, to say the least, 
somewhat pour lie bewails the fact 
that no one contributed anything 
"simple and human"; he says we are 
"Inexperienced undergraduates" who 
"ought no; in be permitted to write 
oil this difficult topic." While ad- 
mitting that "the Oirl" is the most 
difficult subject studied at a Univer- 
sity, yet we would hesitate to deny 
that our undergraduates lack experi- 
ence. They do not practice ro-cdu- 
catlon in England; this Englishman 
apparently does not understand Ca- 
nadian education. If he did ho would 
no longer say that we were inexperi- 
enced along these lines 

We are afraid that the London 
writer had not too much time at his 
disposal when he compiled the edi- 
torial. He has argued in a circle 
and has proved. In his attacks on the 
Dally symposium, exactly what that 
Itself proved. He says "there are 
hundreds of thousands of Ideal Cllrls" 
— in other words, that each man has 
his own Ideal. Is that not precisely 
what the "assertions" from McOlll 
proved? Dirt not the Ideas of "one 
R, 13. Bell" (as he put It) differ from 
the ideas of the other prominent stu- 
dents quoted? 

Then, again, be has forgotten that 
Ideals are abstract and unattainable. 
Of what use would an ideal be were 
tt attainable? And yet our fellow 
editorial- writer across the Atlantic 
introduces the concrete and cites 
Robinson's plain girl as Robinson'* 
Ideal. Human nature Is the same the 
world over; you cannot say that a 
fact holds in Montreal and does not 
hold In London 'fcolely because this Is 
Cunada and that Is England. We. 
liere. are sentimental: we cherish 
ideals; bul so do Englishmen. AVe 
maintain that noblnson had an Ideal 
girl, but that when he mot this plain 
girl he immediately forgot the ideal: 
she alotie fitted his mind. She had 
not become his idcul, she had sup- 
planted her. 

No. Criticism is u salutary thing 
for everybody; hut until criticism can 
be levelled ut us on bettor grounds 
than these, we need not unduly worry

If writing is not taught, something 
else must be, and typewriting seems 
to fill tho breach as well as any- 
thing. Possibly it may not be many 
years before students nt McOlll may 
lie soon attending lectures and exa- 
minations In company with a pocket 
typewriter.

To modernize .the (statement u.nd to 
make it true to the present duy one 
would have to put It something like 
this, "The typewriter is mightier than 
poisonous gas." The tacts which 
this illustrates are only too true. The 
art of writing is fast becoming a lost 
art in our modern civilisation; while 
tho days when the sword was re- 
garded as the symbol of battle have 
even more completely disappeared 

Writing, or what is now called 
writing, Is still of course in common 
use, but the modern tendency seems 
to be for ovcry one to ignore the rec- 
ognised slgnE which represent the al 
phabet and to develop a species of 
short hand, intelligible only to them- 
selves. This is only too ovldcnt in 
present day business life, where prac- 
tically all correspondence Is typo- 
written. Business men realise the 
difficulty of interpreting letters writ 
ten in ordinary long hand, and they 
save themselvos and their correspon- 
dents considerable time and trouble 
by arranging their transactions 
through the medium of a typewriter 
In college, tho same tendency, 
though not perhaps so groat an ox 
lont, is to be distinctly observed. Any 
knowledge of the art of writing which 
the student may have acquired be- 
fore coming to the University is soon 
lost upon his arrival, and the present 
objectionable eystom of note-taking 
compels him to fall in lino with his 
fellow students jn inventing a euit 



Tho symposium recently held by 
the Daily on the subject of the Ideal 
Girl has apparently aroused interest 
in tho Old Country.

K the beneficial Influence of seeing 
ourselves as others see us. At the 
moment we have an opportunity of 
seeing «urselves and our views 
through the eyes of an Knpllsh 
journalist. Elsewhere on this page 
is reprinted an editorial from the 
London Evening .News dealing with 
the recent symposium in the Daily 
on tlio Ideal Girl. 

The opinion the writer of that edi- 
torial has of us, is, to say the least, 
somewhat poor. JIo bewails the fact 
that no one contributed anything 
"slmplo and human"; he says wc are 
"Inexperienced undergraduatoa" who 
"ought not to be permitted to write 
on this difficult topic." Willie ad- 
mitting I lint "the Girl" is the most 
difficult subject studied at a Univer- 
sity, yet we would hesitate to deny 
that our undergraduates lack experi- 
ence. They do not practice co-edu- 
cation In England; this Englishman 
apparently docs not understand Ca- 
nadian education. If he did he would 
no longer say that we were Inexperi- 
enced along these lines. 

AVe are afraid that the London 
writer had not too much time at hlR 
disposal when he compiled the edi- 
torial, lie has argued In a circle 
and has proved, in his attacks on the 
Dally symposium, exactly what that 
Itself proved. ' lie says "there nro 
hundreds of thousands of Ideal Girls" 
— in other words, that each man haB 
his own Ideal. Is that not precisely 
what tlio "assertions" from McGlll 
proved? Did not the ideas of "one 
]{. 1Î. Bell" (as he put It) differ from 
the Ideas of the other prominent stu- 
dents quoted? 

Then, again, he has forgotton that 
Ideals are abstract and unattainable. 
Of what use would on Ideal be were 
attainable? And yet our fellow 
editorial-writer across the Atlantic 
introduces the concrete and cites 
Robinson's plain girl as Robinson's 
Ideal. Human nature is the same the 
world over; you cannot say that a 
fact holds in- Montreal and does not 
hold In London 'solely beoauso this Is 
Cunada and that is England. We, 
here, are sentimental: we cherish 
ideals; but so do Englishmen. We 
maintain that Robinson had an ideal 
girl, but that when he mot this plain 
girl he Immediately forgot the ideal: 
she ulono fitted his mind. She had 
not become his ideal, she had sup- 
planted her. 

No. Criticism is a salutary thing 
lor everybody; but until criticism can 
be levelled ut us on better grounds 
than these, we need not unduly worry 
ourselves.

If writing Is not taught, something 
else must bo, and typewriting seems 
to fill the broach as well as any- 
thing. Possibly it may not ho many 
years before students nt McGlll may 
lie seen attending lectures and exa- 
minations In company with a pocket 
typewriter.

The Declining Art of Writing 

<i*¥*HE pen is mightier than the 

* sword," once declared 
thoughtful person, and opened up u 
quostion which has been a subject of 
debate for many years. Of course 
tho phrase was used In a general 
sense, Implying that the written word 
has more power and influence than 
have the Implements of war. But it 
is Interesting to note the fact that 
Mho statement taken literally is at 
present well nigh out of date 

To modernize the statement and to 
make it true to the present day ono 
would havo to put It something like 
this, "The typewriter Is mightier than 
poisonous gas." The facts which 
this Illustrates aro only too true. The 
art of writing is fast becoming a lost 
art In our modern civilisation; while 
the days when the sword was re- 
garded as tho symbol of battle have 
even more completely disappeared. 

Writing, or what is now called 
writing, Is still of courso In common 
use, but tho modern tendency seems 
to be for every one to ignore tho rec- 
ognised signs which represent the al 
phabet and to develop a species of 
short hand, Intelligible only to them 
selves. This Is only too ovldent In 
present day business life, where prac- 
, tlcally all correspondence Is type- 
written. Business men realise the 
•difficulty of Interpreting letters writ 
ten In ordinary long hand, and they 
save themselves and their correspon 
dents considerable timo and trouble 
by arranging their transactions 
through tho medium of a typewriter 
In college, tho same tendency 
though not perhaps so great an ox 
tent, Is to be distinctly observed.

The Unlvorsity fran- 
chise was the best means of gotting 
such men into parliament. 

H. H. Johnson In reply asked why 
young men with no experience should 
lluvo power.

The term 1917-1921) in McCrlll Uni- 
versity will be marked by the appear- 
ance of Music as an optional subject 
In the Arts Course leading to the de- 
gree of It. A., according to Dr. Hi C. 
ferrln, Dean of the Faculty of Music 
at McGill. when Interviewed yesterday. 
This was the natural outcome of the 
recognition of music in the high 
schools of the city where It is a sub- 
ject In which credit is given whether 
the pirpll has received his musical 
training in the school or outside. The 
only stipulation is that the student 
must have passed an examinaient In 
music set by the Faculty of Music at 
McGill. It has Iveu proposed, too, 
that music be made one of the op- 
tional subjects of the Matriculation 
Kxaminallons as drawing now Is. 
Accordingly it has been deemed ad- 
vlsabb that music be made an ac- 
cepted course In Arts to enable the 
work of students, begun in the high 
schools, to continue throughout their 
college career. The course will in- 
clude -both practical work and the 
history and literature of the subject. 
The practical work may be taken out- 
side the university but the study of 
the L'terary branches of the art must 
be undertaken at McOlll. 

This innovation of a separate 
course of music In Arts Is not at all a 
new departure in university curricu- 
lum. In Harvard'nnd most of all the 
larger colleges ' of the United States, 
music has been for some time boon n 
•regular Arts course. In Oxford and 
Cambridge in England have also 
made music an optional course in 
their Faculty in Arts. Of course 
It may bo taken as an honor to take 
like other courses in Arts, and pro- 
bably those taking it may prefer to 
take honours Instead of the ordinary 
course. 

Discussing the general aspects of 
the "musical situation In Montreal and 
McGUI. Dr. Perrin pointed out that 
the number of those who look musical 
courses at -McGUI was very l'mited 
by the fact that positions in which 
sludents would be able to use to ad- 
vantage their studies and which would 
cnoiblc them to earn a good living 
were very limited.

Alexandor And 
A. Edel Discuss 
Jewish History 

Tho history of Ihe Jews In tho 
eighteenth century both in its politi- 
cal and Intellectual aspects was dealt 
in two papors road by Bernard Alex- 
andor and Abe Edel at a meeting of 
tho Maccabaean Study Group held on 
Sundny evening at the Z.B.T. Fra- 
ternity House. Alexandor road the 
first paper on the political history of 
the Jews in tho eighteenth century 
while Edel presented the Intollocliinl 
emancipation. Dr. Otto Kllnobcrg, a 
formor president of the Maccabaean 
Circle and now of the Department of 
Psychology at Columbia University 
was present and took port In the dis- 
cussion. 

Alexandor tr.iced the growth of 
Jewish poIHIcaJ emancipation from the 
French Revolution to the beginning of 
tho prénom century. The Rights of 
Man Issued by tho Constituent As- 
sembly of 1731 was the first recogni- 
tion of the right of the Jew to a vote 
and rights of cltfienship in Europe, 
although tho Constitution of the 
United States in 1787 granted the 
right to all citizens.

"Polarization and Deposition" «M 
the subjoct discussed by Dr. W. Blum 
in a lecture given ye.Tterd.ay afternoon 
In the main lecture theatre of tM 
Chemistry Building. The spealow 
introduced by Dr. Ruttan. wfco 
a short outline of thn various star** of 
research Is which Dr. Brum and hi* 
oolleoruen have boon engaged, fig 
partloular he drew attention to tM 
various successful experiments on thai 
deposition of chromium whloh D». 
Blum has recently completed. 

In Introducing his subject Dr. 
Blum stated that he Intended to apeak 
along technical lines In preference to 
practical lines, for the reason the* 
thore Is groat need for experimental 
and research work In this branch etf 
Electro-chemistry, and he wished to 
got a number of men interested in th» 
discussion and therefore did not 
wish to waste time on oxperlments. 

Electro-Chemlslry is of vital Im- 
portance In connection with Electro- 
lytic Refining of metals and also in 
electro-plating, and Dr. Blum began 
by reviewing the static and dynamic 
conditions that exist when a current 
passes. Faraday's Uw, and the poten- 
tials acquired by different metals. 

He thon pointed out that theso con- 
ditions were purely theoretical, and 
of no practical value since it is neces- 
sary to study the difference In poten- 
tial of the metal before and after the 
current passes. Dr. Blum then stres- 
sed tho fact that palartsatlon is of the 
utmost importance In the Invostlgat'on 
of electro-deposition, and It deter- 
mines the energy efficiency of the de- 
position. Thus it is seen that polari- 
zation curves may be drawn of any 
particular metal. It may be of two 
kinds, Arode polarization or Cathode 
polarisation, according; to the metal 
used. In the case of aleotro-tklatlnc 
polalzation also determines whether 
the meta] will reach the ImumllUse) 
of the surface of the dye.

(Continued from pi»ge one) 
The next speech, by A. M. Klein, 
received mention by the judges, lie 
pointed out that his opponent had nils- 
slated the resolution. The proposed 
representation was to be a member 
for all the Canadian universities, not 
one for each. It was not merely desir- 
able, but a necessity. Such represen- 
tation would benefit other members of 
the legislature as well as the Cniver- 
that sent them. 

The next speaker, K. 15 Norrls, pre- 
dicted that such a step would lead to 
class distinctions: being drawn, and 
pointed out that In England only the 
graduate body hold voles. 

U. Rubin praised the class distinc- 
tions. Ile nu id the undergraduates 
wcro the elite of the community, and 
should have corresponding power. B. 
Citplan urged against this class dis- 
tinction theory. You hud only to look 
at the Kronen Révolution, and the pre- 
sent Htate of Russia to sec lo what 
thoy hud brought these countries. H 
must ut all cosUi be avoldod. 

O. B. Mnrkham put forward the view 
that since studonls were the Intelli- 
gentzia, they should be recognized as 
such and given representatives. 

At the conclusion of the contest, 
when the judges had retired, Jack 
Duckworth gave an outline of the ac- 
tivities of the Mock Parliament. The 
judges then announced their decision, 
.praising the analytical destruction em- 
ployed by Ogllvy and mentioning his 
control of bis voice and his insinuat- 
ing arguments.

only have a superficial knowledge of 
musical technique to compete with 
those who hud the advantage of n 
thorough techiiicquo to compete with 
those who have had the advantage of 
a thorough education In all ptanclies 
of the subject.

.being held for the express of pur- 
pose or holding by the masterpieces 
us ideal music and to show how far 
superior they are so-called popular 
music. If financial cons derations por- 
mitted the Faculty of Music would put 
on concerts of this typo every week, 
exhibiting :i recognized master's com- 
positions each meeting. It is lo be de- 
plored that real music is rather neg- 
lected by the Montreal public general- 
ly. Few people seem to realize how 
It repays study. The BcuthOven Con- 
cert should conclusively prove to the 
public that there is enough material 
In Montreal for a Symphony Orchestra 
an institution which .Montreal wants 
badly. 

The general public go to hoar con- 
certs and recitals not so milch be- 
en use of the delight and enjoyment 
which may be obtained from the 
music but they are attracted by the 
f.nne and renown of the artist or 
artists. Those who truly desire cul- 
ture are unable to satisfy their désire» 
through having to d'rect most of their 
energies: lo earning a living. 

The chief wrong that jazz perpét- 
râtes Is that it crowds out other 
higher forms of music. It :.s a peg on 
human teetotums. The monotony ol 
rhythm in Jazz is one of Its great 
weaknesses. This Is made up for by 
combinations of curious noses pur- 
posing to make up this want. The 
wind instruments and the "traps" at- 
tempt to make volume and noise the 
contributing factors, They produce 
tunes and tones rather by effects than 
by music. Music should appeal to the 
senses, the emot'.ons, and tile Intel- 
lect; Jazz appeals to .110 senses 
alone. Saxophones are supposed to 
produce pathos but they arc drowned 
out by the other instruments. That 
most Jazz is monotonous is shown by 
the fact that new pieces are usually 
reiegated lo antiquity in one month, 
nnd at tile best do not remain in the 
public mind for long. Good music, on 
the other hand, Ih immortal and lives 
forever . 

And besides this, jazz is so primi- 
tive. Some people imagine ;i to be an 
altogether new form 61 music. Noth- 
ing wïis oyer farther rrom the truth. 
It was tried long ages ago and found 
wanting. N'ot withstanding Mi. White- 
man's be.iefs, it has absolutely no 
future. The public W|ll lire of t as 
they do of countless other Innovations, 
which, when tested, arc found want- 
ing. 

As moving pictures arc lo be the 
legitimate stage, as jingle rhyme is to 
an exquisite piece of poetry, so jazz 
Is to music. It Is not music. It Is a bad 
mixture of noise and something which 
passes for rhythm. 

Men and women of McGill should 
he cultured enough and possess a suf- 
ficient educational background to feel 
that jazz is utterly puerile. Most of 
its Instruments are found among sav- 
ages and those, like the trumpet, which, 
when properly employed produce ex- 
quisite tones, are sar misused at to 
become altogether dlfferonl and for- 
eign to their natural functions when 
played by Jazz exponent?. 

The .whole reason for its ascendency 
over serious intelligent music Is that 
music, and In fact, education, has be- 
come so commercialized. The state of 
tilings Is certainly not happy, but it Is 
hoped that people, as they become 
more educated, will see for themselves 
how flimsy and how far from the gen- 
uine orticlo Is that prostituting form 
of music which' is called Jazz. 

Besides Jazz, however, perhaps the 
worst enemy real music has is the 
school of so-called modernists whose 
crude attempts at producing a new 
type of music lire as futile as the fu- 
turistic painters who purpose reform- 
ing painting so that It may contain 
the thought and not the Image. 

Il is a deplorable fact, said Dr. Per-' 
rlh, the the city of Montreal, fifth In 
size on the continent, should have no 
organization or institution like the 
Metropolitan Opera or the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. Talent Is not 
wanting but, unfortunately, means are 
not available to finance the project. 

In concluding. Dr. Pen-in expressed 
the wish that he should like to see 
evidence of some feeling among the 
students at McGIII tending to create 
a lilting for higher forms of music 
at McGill. The Beethoven Centenary 
Concert which will be hold on Jan. 
26th waa, he felt, an excellent oppor- 
tunity of appreciating the work of one 
of the greatest masters of music of all 
tunes.

An in- 
teresting practical result of these ad- 
ditional agents affecting the polariza- 
tion is that of a bright i.lclc'e deposit 
being required on zinc for the purpose 
of nut ca|is for Ford cars. 

By adding sodium sulphate we de- 
crease the metal concentrating and in- 
crease the cathode iiolnrlzatlon, thus 
producing the required result. 

lu conclusion Dr. Blum, illustrated 
the phoroinenon, which Is known as 
"Throwing Power." that Is ihe ability 
to deposite metals In the recesses. 
Throwing power is Investigated by 
the same devico as was mentioned 
above, the various distances between 
the electrodes and the porous mem- 
branes being varied and a percentage 
"throwing power" allotted to each. 

Dr. Blum finished by emphasizing 
the fact that there was a great deal 
of unchartered ground to be dis- 
covered in the field of electro-chemis- 
try, and he hoped that his lecture 
would do something to arouse active 
Interest in this interesting subject.

The train reached Taylor at 1.55 
o'clock and the conductor made his 
report. 

Six of the «ludents were killed out- 
r.'ght, two died ilt Taylor, and two 
In an ambulance on the way lo 
Georgetown, 11 miles away. 

Walker, Dlllow and Hannah were 
members of the first-string basketball 
five. J. Clyde (Abe) Kelley was tho 
outstanding athlete of the Baptist 
School. Lost fall he wus named all- 
South western fullback, largely because 
of his punting ability, and he was cup- 
laln-elect of the 1927 eleven. He was 
also a -star catcher in baseball and 
played guard on the bnskctLall team. 
Captain Louis Slade. basketball centre, 
and ICclfer Strickland, forward and 
the scoring star of the team, were not 
il Jured. 

Wesley Bradshaw. who wits injured, 
is well known In Eastern professional 
football. In 1025 he played with Jim 
Thorpe's Rock Island (111.) cloven, lti 
1922 he was all-Southwestern quurter- 
back on the championship Baylor 
cloven. 

Wolf, who was uninjured, is ratoU 
Baylor's greatest truck star of all 
time. He specialized In the dashes. 
Winchester and Halley were members 
of tho 'varsity basketball squad, while, 
Foster played on tho freshman team.

The driver stated that the accident 
was duo to the fact that the roads 
wore wet and slippery and the win- 
dows were clouded so that clear vision 
was denied him. Nearlng the track ho 
did not perceive the fnst approaching 
train until someone shouted a warn- 
ing but ii was too line, and although 
he turned the cur us best he could and 
tried m run parrellel with the train, 
the car skidded and ran onto the track 
where is was Immediately struck by 
the express. 

I. K. Howell), uf San Antonio, saw 
the accident while driving h'.s auto- 
mobile Immediately following the 
wrecked bus. 

He said the bus driver apparently 
did not ace the rapidly approaching 
train, which wis whistling. 

When the bus readied the tracks, 
the train was almost upon It, and the 
bus driver turned suddenly parallel lo 
the track, going in the some direction 
us the train. 

The bus had gone '30 yards down 
the tracks when It was hit.

The t*rm ms7-1î>C8 in McGill Uni- 
versity will be murked by the appear- 
unce of Music as an optional subject 
In the Arts Course leading to the de- 
gree or U.A.. according to Dr. II. C. 
fcrrln, Dean of the Faculty of Music 
at McGill, when interviewed yesterday. 
This was the natural outcome of the 
recognition of music in the high 
schools of the city where It Is a sub- 
ject In which credit is given whether 
the pupil has received his musical 
training in the school or outside. The 
only stipulation Is that the student 
must have passed an cxaminat'on In 
music set by the Faculty of Music at 
Mr.Glll. it lias been proposed, too, 
that music be made one of the op- 
tional subjects of the Matriculation 
Examinations as drawing now in. 
Accordingly It has been deemed ad- 
visable that music be made an ac- 
cepted course In Arts to enable the 
work of students, begun in the high 
schools, to continue throughout their 
college career. The course will In- 
clude both practical work and the 
history and literature of the subject. 
The practical work may be taken out- 
side the university but the study of 
the Literary branches of the urt must 
be undertaken at McGill. 

This innovation of a separate 
course of music In Arts Is not at all a 
new departure in university curricu- 
lum. In Harvard ' and most of all the 
larger colleges of the United Slates, 
music has been for some time boon n 
regular Arts course. In Oxford and 
Cambridge in England have also 
made music an optional course in 
their Faculty in Ans. Of course 
It may be taken as an honor to take 
like other courses in Arts, and pro- 
bably those taking ii may prefer to 
take honours instead of the ordinary 
course. 

Discussing the general aspects of 
the musical situation in Montreal and 
McGill. Dr. Perrin pointed out that 
the number of those who look musical 
courses at -McGHI was very l'mltod 
by the fact that positions in which 
students would be able to use to ad- 
vantage their studies and which would 
nntublc them to earn a good living 
were very limited.

Alexandor And 
A. Edel Discuss 
Jewish History 

The history of the Jews in the 
eighteenth century both in its politi- 
cal and intellectual aspects was dealt 
in two papers road by Bernard Alex- 
andor and Abe Kdel at a meeting of 
tho Maccabaean Study Group held on 
Sundny evening at tho Z.B.T. Fra- 
ternity House. Alexandor read the 
first paper on the political history of 
the Jews in the eighteenth century 
while Ed«l presented the intellectual 
emancipation. Dr. Otto Kllnobcrg, a 
former president of the Maccabaean 
Circle and now of the Department of 
Psychology at Columbia University 
was present and took part In the dis- 
cussion. 

Alexandor traced the growth of 
Jewish pollticaJ emancipation from the 
French Revolution to the beginning of 
tho present century. The Rights of 
Man Issued by the Constituent As- 
sembly of 1"51 was the first recogni- 
tion of the rlfht of the Jew to a vote 
and rights of cltfaenship in Europe, 
although the Constitution of the 
United Statos In 1787 granted the 
right to all citizens.

•Tolarization and Deposition" w*4 
the subject discussed by Dr. W. Blum 
In a lecturo given yesterday afternoon 
in tho main lecture theatre of tJve 
Chemistry Building. The speaker 
introduced by Dr. RuttAn. who 
a short outline of thn varloun stares of 
research In which Dr. Blum and Ma 
colleague i have been engaged, ra 
particular he drew attention to the 
various successful experiments on thrtl 
deposition of chromium whloh D». 
Blum has rooently completed. 

In introducing his subject Dr. 
Blum stated that he Intended to speak! 
along technical Unes In preference M 
practical linos, for the reason the* 
there !a great need for experimental 
and research work In this branch e< 
Electro-Chemlstry, and he wished to 
get a number of men interested in tha 
discussion and therefore did net 
wish to waste time on experiments. 

Electro-chemistry is of vital Im- 
portance In connection with Electro- 
lytic Refining of metals and also m 
electro-plating, and Dr. Blum began 
by reviewing the static and dynamic 
conditions that exist when a current 
passes, Faraday's Law, and the poten- 
tials acquired by different metals. 

He thon pointed out that these con- 
ditions were purely theoretical, and 
of no practical value since It Is neces- 
sary to study tho difference in poten- 
tial of tho metal beforo and after the 
current passes. Dr. Blum then stres- 
sed tho fact that palarisation Is of the 
utmost importance In the Investigation 
of electro-deposition, and It deter- 
mines the energy efficiency of the de- 
position. Thus It is soen that polar!- 
zatlon curves may be drawn of any 
particular metal. It may be of two 
kinds, Arode polarisation or Cathode 
polarisation, according to the metal 
used. In the caee of elect ro-pJatlnc 
polalratton also determines whether 
the meta) wilt reach the 1 11 mj inflates 
of the surface of the dye.

T was Burns who first elaborated 
tlic beneficial Influence of seeing 
ourselves aH others see us. At the 
moment wo have an opportunity of 
seeing -ourselves and our views 
through the eyes of an English 
journalist. Elsewhere on this ]>nge 
is reprinted an editorial from the 
Loudon Evening News dealing with 
the recent symposium In tho Dally 
on tlio Ideal Girl. 

The opinion the writer of that edi- 
torial has of us, is, to say the least, 
somewhat pour. lie bewails the fact 
that no one contributed anything 
"simple and human"; he says wo are 
"Inexperienced undergraduate*)" who 
"ought not to be permitted to write 
on this difficult topic." While ad- 
mitting that "the Girl" is the most 
difficult subject .studied at a Univer- 
sity, yet we would hesitate to deny 
that our undergraduates lack experi- 
ence. They do not practice co-edu- 
cation In England; this Englishman 
apparently does not understand Ca- 
nadian éducation. If he did he would 
no longer say that wo were Inexperi- 
enced along these lines. 

AVo are afraid that the London 
writer hail not too much time nt his 
disposal when he compiled the edi- 
torial. He has argued in a circle 
and has proved. In his attacks on the 
Dally symposium, exactly what that 
Itself proved. ' He says "there aro 
hundreds of thousands of Ideal Girls" 
— in other words, that each man has 
his own Ideal. Is that not precisely 
what the "assertions" from McGIIl 
proved? Did not the Ideas of "one 
It. B. Bell" (as he put it) differ from 
the Ideas of the other prominent stu- 
dents quoted? 

Then, again, he has forgotten that 
Ideals are abstract and unattainable. 
Of what use would an Ideal bo were 
it attainable? And yet our fellow 
editorial -writer across the Atlantic 
Introduces the concrete un<l cites 
Robinson's plain girl as Robinson'* 
Ideal. Human nature is the same the 
world over; you cannot say that a 
fact holds in- Montreal and does not 
hold In Ixmdon 'solely booause this Is 
Canada and that Is England. We, 
liere, are sentimental: we cherish 
ideals; but so do Englishmen. We 
maintain that Robinson had an ideal 
girl, but that when ho mot this plain 
girl he immediately forgot the ideal: 
she alone fitted his mind. She had 
not becomo his ideal, she had sup 
planted bur. 

So. . Criticism is a salutary thing 
for everybody; but until criticism can 
be levelled ut us on hetter grounds 
than these, wo need not unduly worry 
ourselves.

Napohon ratified and even increas- 
ed lb'- rl^-li < or tin- .lew, the speaker 
pointed out. when he called together 
his fnmoux Sanhédrin to contemplate 
.lew sh affairs. The other countries of 
, Western Kurope were soon to follow 
the lead of IVance. In lîngland 
■ ■mancipation ..f the .lews extended 
oyer a period from IS30 to 1S58. In 
Austria enmancipation was extended 
to the .lens in lSCj. The lan century 
to give the Jew all rights was Itutsla 
and th;« was only ellecled by the ItC- 
volutlon of 11117. 

The second speaker treated his 
subject In a philosophical manner 
which soon developed into a discus- 
sion of dialectics in which Dr. 
ICllne'berK. Bernard Cohen, and Na- 
than Itclch engaged. Edel attribut- 
ed the Intellectual emancipation of the 
Jew's to two forces, the force within 
the J«wb and the force without the 
Jews which prepared the non-Jews to 
accept this emanclpntlo.n. 

Kdcl dealt at some length with tho 
. life of Moet'i Mendelssohn who 
; "turned the key of the door which was 
already keyed up waiting to be turn- 
ed." Through his own personal lityJ 
whlcj) was megnetlc Mendelsbohn was 
able to win considerable admiration 
for his race. He translated the Pen- 
tateuch into German and thus Intro- 
duced the Jews to a secular learning 
which they assimilated rapidly. 



1 .being held for the express of pur- 
pose of holding by the masterpieces 
as ideal inus.'c and to show how far 
Hupcrlor they -are so-culled popular 
music. If financial cons durations per- 
mitted the Faculty of Music would put 
on concerts of this typo every week, 
exhibiting a recognized master's com- 
positions caclt meeting. It is to be de- 
plored that real music Is rather neg- 
lected by the Montreal public general- 
ly. Few people seem to realize how 
It repays study. The Ueothoven Con- 
cert should conclusively prove to the 
public that there I» enough material 
In Montreal for a Symphony Oi-chcstra 
an Institution which Montreal wants 
badly. 

The general puhlJc go to hear con- 
certs and recital^ not so much be- 
cause of tho delight and enjoyment 
which may be obtained from the 
music hut they uro attracted by the 
fame and renown of the artist or 
artists. Those who truly desire cul- 
ture are unable to satisfy their desires 
through having to d'rect most of their 
energies to earning a living. 

The chief wrong that Jazz perpet- 
rates Is that It crowds out other 
higher forms of music. It Is a peg on 
human teetotums. The monotony of 
rhythm in Jazz js one of its great 
weaknesses. This Is made up for by 
combinations of curious noses pur- 
posing to make up this want. The 
wind instruments and the "traps" at- 
tempt to make volume and noise the 
contributing factors. They produce 
tunes and tones rather by effects than 
by music. Music xhuuld appeal to the 
senses, the emotions, and the Intel- 
lect; Jazz appeals to the senses 
alone. Saxophones are supposed to 
produce pathos but they are drowned 
out by the other Instruments. That 
most Jazz is. monotonous Ik shown by 
Hie fact that new pieces are usually 
relegated to antiquity in one month, 
and at Hie best 'do not remain In the 
public mind for long. Good music, on 
Hie other hand, |« immortal and lives 
forever. 

And besides this, jazz Is so pr'tnl- 
l.'ve. Some people Imagine it to be an 
altogether new form of music. Noth- 
ing was ever farther from the truth, 
it wax tried long' ages ago and found 
wanting. Not withstanding Mr. White- 
man's beliefs, It has absolutely no 
future. The public W|l| tire or t as 
they do of countlesM other Innovations, 
which, when tested, are found want- 
ing.

The next speech, by A. M. Klein, 
received mention by the judges. He 
pointed out that his opponent had mis- 
stated the resolution. The proposed 
représentation wae to be a momber 
for all the Canadian universities, not 
one for each. It was not merely desir- 
uble. but a necessity. Such represen- 
tation would benefit other members of 
the legislature as well as the Univer- 
that acnt them. 

The next speaker, K. K. Norris, pre- 
dicted that 8uch a step would lead to 
class distinctions being drawn, and 
pointed out that in England only the 
graduate body hold votes. 

L. Rubin praised the class distinc- 
tions. He said the undergraduates 
wcro the elite of the community, and 
should have corresponding power. B. 
Caplan urged against this class dis- 
tinction theory. You had only to look 
tit tho French Révolution, and the pre- 
sent Htatc of Russia to see to what 
thoy hud brought those countries, it 
must at all costs be avoided. 
O. B. Markhani put forward tho view 
- that eince studonta were the Intelli- 
gentzia, they should be recognized as 
such and given representatives. 

At the conclusion of the contest, 
when the judges had retired, Jack 
Duckworth gave an outline of the ac- 
tivities of the Mock Parliament. The 
judges then announced their decision, 
.praising the analytical destruction em- 
ployed by Ogllvy and mentioning hhr 
control of his voice and his insinuat- 
ing arguments.

As moving pictures are to be the 
legitimate stage, as jingle rhyme Is to 
an exquisite piece of poetry, so Jazz 
Is to music. It is not music. It Is a bad 
mixture of noise and something which 
passes for rhythm. 

Men and women of McGlII should 
be cultured enough and possess a suf- 
ficient educationnl background to feel 
that jazz Is utterly puerile. Most of 
Its Instruments are found among sav- 
ages and those, like the trumpet, which, 
when properly employed produce ex- 
quisite tones, are so 1 misused as to 
become altogether different and for- 
eign to their natural functions when 
played by Jazr. exponents. 

The .whole reason for its ascendency 
over serious intelligent music is that 
music, and In fact, education, h an be- 
come so commercialized. The state of 
things Is certainly not happy, but it is 
hoped that people, as they become 
more educated, will see for themselves 
how flimsy and how far from the gen- 
uine article Is that prostituting form 
of music which' is called Jazz. 

Besides jazz, however, perhaps the 
worst enemy real music has Is the 
school of so-called modernists whose 
crude attempts at producing a new 
type of music arc as futile as the fu- 
turistic painters who purpose reform- 
ing painting so that It may contain 
the thought and not the image. 

It is a deplorable fact, said Dr. Per- 
du, the the city of Montreal, fifth In 
size on the continent, should have no 
organization or Institution like the 
Metropolitan Opera or the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. Talent Is not 
wanting but, unfortunately, means are 
not available to finance the project. 

In concluding, Dr. Pen-in expressed 
the wish that he should like to see 
evidence of some feeling among tho 
students at McGlII tending to create 
a lilting for higher formB of music 
at McGlII. Tho Heethoven Centenary 
Cenccrt which will be held on Jan. 
26lh was, he felt, an excellent oppor- 
tunity of appreciating the work of ono 
of the greatest mastors of music of all 
tlmos.

The train reached Taylor at 1.55 
o'clock and the conductor made his 
report, 

Six of the students were killed out- 
r.'ght, two died at Taylor, and two 
in an ambulance on the way io 
Georgetown, 11 miles away. 

Walker, DUlow and Hannah were 
members of the first-string basketball 
five. J. Clyde (Abe) Kelley was tho 
outstanding athlete of the Baptist 
'School. Last full he was named all- 
Southwestern fullback, largely because 
of his punting ability, and he was cap- 
tain-eloct of the 1927 eleven. He was 
also a star catcher in baseball and 
•played guard on the basketLull team. 
Captain Louis Slade, baskotball centre, 
and Ivelfcr .Strickland, forward and 
the scoring star of the team, were not 
li.Jured.
